Charles, of course, denies his guilt
but the '"bankers Who went to "Welling-
ton a few days ago positively identified
"hizn as the man who did them up.

His home is said to be at, or near.
Stillwater, Oklahoma, and it is even
said that he goes under many assumed
names. Despite his protestations of in-

nocence he is held and firmly bound
in the dungeon of Sumner county as a
very slick criminal.

The methods of Mr. Revel are very
novel. They work like a charm and it
was by the merest accident that "he was
caught.

Mr. Revel traveled around the coun-
try a great deal and stopped at small
towns. He had money to jingle in his
pocket all the time and whenever he
opened his pocket 'book the corners of
a $100 bill could toe seen. After 'being
about a day or so in a little town he
would get acquainted with the local
grain or stock 'buyer and talk about
buying him out. He had always one
great complaint to make against the
town and that was that there was no
bank there. "I have considerable mon-
ey aibout me and I would like to put
it in a bank," he would say.

"Well, why don't you go into "Wichita
nnd put it in a bank there?" the grain
buyer would say.

He
did not get off the train at Severy, but
went into a sleeping car and the next
morning ate .breakfast, with the train
men a't Monett, Mo.

"I think he went south from Monett
to Arkansas. In fact, I have been so
informed. His disappearance was cer-
tainly very strange. He was not in
debt and the county attorney of Butler
county informed me that his accounts
with his office were all right and per-
fectly straight. I 'think he will turn
up all right and when he comes back
will be able to tell the boys just why
he went away so suddenly. He bears
a good reputation and I have written to
his family telling them all the Infor-
mation I had.

"His disappearance for a time caused
considerable excitement and it was fear-
ed that he had been fouly dealt with,
but this is out of the question. He had
business In Arkansas to attend to and
did not desire that everybody should
know his private affairs.

FOUND A STARVED BOY

Mr. "Wigglesworth was in Mexico buy-
ing several thousand head of sheep, and
one day he found a half starved lad,
about seventeen years of age, who was
trying to shoot a turkey buzzard to
appease his appetite. The boy was a
Swede and not overly "bright, and when
he was found by Mr. Wigglesworth he
was almost starved to death. He could
not speak a word of Spanish, and he
was in a helpless coalition. He begged
to be taken back to the "states'" and
said that he had an uncle who was
postmaster at Oxforaville, Wis., Avho
had some of his money. He begged so
piteously that Mr. "Wigglesworth could
not refuse him and he brought him to
"Wichita.

The terrible privation and suffering
to which he had 'been subjected to be-
fore he was discovered had In a meas-
ure unbalanced the boy's mind, and it
was not proper that he should be kept
at the expense of the county. He is
still so weak from his long fasting that
Mr. Wigglesworth 'brought him to the
city where he can receive medical treat-
ment, the expense being born by his
discoverer.

Last night a letter was written to the
boy's uncle to either come after him or
send him a ticket. The boy appears to
have been a bright lad 'before his ter-
rible experience with the greasers of
Mexico, but he was a stranger In a
strange land and is now but a physical
wreck.

COMING HBAE HOME

GOAL WAS DISCOVERED AT LEOM,

IB BUTLER COUMTY,

While Drilling: Bis Well Deeper, the Sec-

tion Foreman of the Frisco Railroad
Finds a Three-Fo- ot Vein of Coal at a
Depth of Forty-Fou- r Feet From the
Surface The Village Is Greatly Excited
Over the Find and a Shaft Will be Put
Down Immediately This Will Keduce
the Price of Fuel In "IVichlta.

The village of Leon, thirty-tw- o miles
east of Wichfta, 1s excited over the dis-
covery of a three foot vein of coal at a
depth of forty-fb- ur feet from the sur-
face of the ground.

During the afternoon the following
special telegram was received by the
Eagle:

Leon, Kan., Dec. 2S, 1S95.

While drilling a well in South Leon
Dave Hawkins struck a vein of
coal at a depth of forty-fo- ur feet Coal
experts have examined the coal and pro-
nounce it superior to Weir City pro-
duct. Great excitement prevails and
a shaft will be sunk immediately. Sam-
ples of the coal may be seen at Westa-cott- 's

drug store.

A reporter was detailed to be at the
depot to meet the 'Frisco train from
Leon. He was rewarded; as one of the
first men who alighted from the train
was S. Blakeman, special officer of the
'Frisco road, who has his residence at
Leon.

When approached by the reporter he
said:

"Yes, I know all about it and if you
will come to the Manhattan I will tell
you all about it. You can rest as-
sured of one thing, and that is that the
discovery is a genuine one, and I hope
will prove of great benefit to Wichita."

After arriving at the hotel the gen-
tleman continued:

"Anthony Braebeck, the section boss
of the 'Frisco, who resides at Leon, had
just finished paying for his residence,
and as his well only produced water
sufficient 'to water his cow he was com-
pelled to carry water for his house and
he concluded that h would have his
well drilled deeper, and for this purpose
contraoted with Dave Hawkins of Leon
to drill his Tvell at least twelve feet
deeper In hopes of finding water.

"Yesterday morning he went to work
as usual and Hawkins set up his drill
and began drilling nn hole in
the bottom of the well, which was forty
feet deep at the time he began work.

"Hawkins had only drilled about
eighteen inches when he struck coal
slate, and at a depth of forty-fo- feet
from the surface, or four feet from the
bottom of the well he struck a vein of
coal which lasted until a depth of forty-seve- n

feet, making the vein of coal a
little over three feet in depth.

"I examined the coal myself and saw
it burn. There was a lot of Weir City
coal in town and when compared with
the "coal taken from the well there was
a close resemblance."

When shown the dispatch which had
been received by the Eagle, he said:

"H. E. King, a member of the firm of
Benninghoff, King- - & Palmer, which
owns considerable property both in
Leon and in Wichita, headed a subscrip
tlon list for the purpose of putting down
a shaft immediately with $1,000, and the
necessary money was subscribed in a
few minutes.

1 "There was no chance for any fraud
in the find, nor was there any object to
be gained by deception. The only thing
that might be shown was that it was
only a small pocket, but this theory can
not be believed as (a few years ago coal
was found cropping out of the ground
at Beaumont.

"There is no itelling what the advan-
tage of coal at Leon will provide to a
city like Wichita. It is only thirty-tw- o

miles distant, and they should be
able to lay ct down at Wichita at a
small cost. I believe a vein of
coal as close to "Wichita ax this that
coal can and will be laid down at Wich-
ita at a cost of from 5L50 to 52.00 per
ton.

"Of course the excitement in Leon is
great and many bright air castles are
being buNL But tne road will take
hold of the ma'tter and push it to a de-
termination. I bflieve the finding of
coal ax Leon should encourage the citi-
zens of Wioh-lt- in pushing forward
their weil. There is universal Interest
taken In Wichita's well all along the
'Frisco line. I was over in Monett,
Mo., the other day and met a friend
and before he asked about my folks he
wanted to know what was the latest
discovery made at the Wichita well.

"I will send a sample of the coal
found at Leon over to the Eagle office
Sunday night and you can place it on
exhibition Monday. It is like the gen-
tleman's horse, it shows for itself. The
bottom of that well was viewed by
scores of men all day yesterday and the
slate has been removed and the coal is
in plain sight. This means cheap fuel
for Wichita."

They Claim That Thej are Losl&c More
Coal Than They Can IVell SUod and
That the Thlug Is Getting Very MonoU
ouous 3IUsoari Pacific Is tbe Victim
That Suffers Most-- On That Eoad reo-p-le

Climb on the Moving Cars and
T hrovr Off What They "Want An Exam-
ple to be Made of Somebody.

The railroad companies have com-

menced war on the coal thieves and
from now on it will be war to the knife.

It is estimated that as high as five
tons have been stolen from the Missouri
Pacific every nightduring the past week
or two and .the thing is getting monot
onous to them.

It was said last night that a string of
people were on the Missouri Paciflc
tracks getting coal wherever they could,
being driven to take desperate chances
in anticipation of the cold weather. To
illustrate how desperate a few people
were it is said they crawled on the mov-
ing cars as the train came south from
Twelfth street and threw coal off. and
'before they would desist the brakemen
had to fairly fight them off by pelting
big chunks of the black diamond at
them.

The same condition of things prevail
on the Santa Fe tracks but the latter
place has better police protection. There
is no city police heat at the Missouri
Pacific tracks and the entire duty of
watching the property of the company
devolves on the company's employes.
The railroad people Insist that they are
entitled to protection and they will ap-
peal to the commissioners for it.

The law is more severe on a man who
steals coal from a railroad company
than if he steals the same amount from
a private individual. If he steals from
the railroad company the offense is
punishable by confinement in the peni-
tentiary while if he steals from a pri-"va- te

person, unless the value of the coal
stolen is over $20, the offense is only
a simple misdemeanor. Notwithstading
this the people steal from the railroads
and as a general thing let the private
people alone.

The railroad people find "that it is a
chfficuln matter to enforce the law

against stealing coal. Xo one can car-
ry away more than about 50 cents worth
at a time and the authorities do not
feel like prosecuting a man for the
theft of that amount, especially when
they take it for granted that the man
who steals coal does so to keep his
family nvarm. In other words they do
not care 'to send a person to the peniten
tiary for the theft of from 10 to 50
cents worth of property and in addi-
tion to that they do not like to take up
a man who steals a dimes worth of
coal, keping in jail maybe sixty days at
a cost of 10 cents each day and then
spend from 525 to $50 to convict him.
As stated, the railroad companies real-
ize this fact but they argue that while
each man steals only a small amount
the aggregate amounts to a great deal
and the punishment they demand it an
exemplary one. In o"ther words they do
not ask to have every man who steals
coal sent to the penitentiary, but they
think if one roan Is convicted that will
prevent others from commlting a like
offense. The county commissioners as
well as the police commissioners will
be asked to enforce the law and K is
probable that some poor devil will be
sent to the penitentiary as a firightful
example to others.
